W. H. (Coin) Harvey of Monte 
Ne, Ark., 81-year-old leader of the 
Liberty Party, which nominated 
him for President last year, an- 
nounced on his arrival at the con- 
vention site that he and his fol- 
lowers might not take part in the 
convention if held. He said their 
course would be determined by a 
conference, to be held as soon as 
the others arrive from various 
Southwestern points. 

The St Louis police were ordered 
on 12-hour duty, beginning tonight 
and continuing until the convention 
is over and those attending are out 
of the city and county. Entrances 
to the city are to be guarded by 
large police details, by order of 
Chief Gerk, who announced his 
purpose to “keep fhe city from be- 
ing overrun with undesirables, if 
there are any such in this gath- 
ering.” 

Harvey Says He Is Guest. 

Preliminary announcements were 
that the Blue Shirts, or Jobless 
party, coming here from Pitts- 
burgh and intermediate points un- 


der Father Cox's leadership, would 


coalesce at the meeting place with 
“Coin” Harvey's following, and 
would probably take over its name. 
the Liberty party. In return, the 
Jobless group would be willing to 
furnish Father Cox as the conven- 
tion’s presidential candidate. 

This program, it developed, has 
not been finally accepted by Har- 
vey. He has a presidential nomi- 
nation of his own, conferred by a 
convention of 800 members at his 
home town of Monte Ne a year 
ago. He was not ready to with- 
draw in Father Cox’s favor, and he 
was not sure whether the Liberty 
party would take part in the con- 
vention.

Barricades Are Removed. 


Many of the barricades—trucks, 
farm machinery and other obsta- 
cles—were withdrawn this morn- 
ing and the city and surrounding 
countryside breathed easier. A 
large force of deputies, however, 
was still concentrated at Pana 
through which Southern IIinois 
miners would have to pass along 
Route No. 2 to reach Taylorville. 

More than 2000 diggers went 
down the shafts of the four Pea- 
body Coal Co. mines here this 
morning and operations were going 
full blast. 

The dissatisfied miners; meeting 
at Benld last night, called for a 
State-wide strike against the new 
scale, They also voted to hold a 
State convention at which they 
will seek to repudiate the leader- 
ship of John L. Lewis, Internation- 
al President of the United Mine 
Workers of America, and John H. 
Walker, president of ‘the Illinois 
district. 

10,000 Reported at Meeting. 

Leaders of the Benld protest 
meeting said 10,000 miners were in 
attendance. Benld is 40 miles 
southwest of Taylorville and is in 
Macoupin County, 

Sheriff Wieneke said ho inter- 
ference with miners at work under 
the new scale in Christian County 
would be tolerated.

TO BE SOUGHT 


Indication Is That Heaviest 
Loss in Pay Readjust- 
ment Will Fall on Unor- 


By the Associated Press 

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Further 
wage cuts and drastic economies 
are to be considered by railway ex- 
ecutives at a meeting expected to 
be held in Chicago this week. 

Presidents of the principal East- 
ern carriers met in New York last 
meek and, although no formal 
statement was issued, it was un- 
derstood the wage question was dis- 
cussed and the decision tentatively 
reached that employes should be 
asked to take another reduction 


when the present agreement ex- 


pires Feb. 1, next. 

As all the railroads are parties 
to the existing wage agreement, 
the Eastern presidents decided to 
call a general meeting with exec- 
utives of Southeastern and Western 
groups to settle the matter. : 

While some hopes are held for 
improved traffic returns by fall or 
winter, most of the carriers are in 
an uncertain condition. The Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
has provided huge funds to stave 
off interest defaults by many roads 
and numerous applications for fur- 
ther loans are now pending. 

Just what wage reduction em- 
ployes will be asked to take has not 
been determined. Twenty-one 
unions accepted a 10 per cent de- 
duction from standard rates about 
six months ago. Last May, the 
latest month on which wage sta- 
tistics are available, the average 
compensation per employe was 
around 13 per cent less than a year 
ago. 

While the organized railway 
crafts may be asked again to sacri- 
fice.a percentage of their earnings, 
it is reported the higher. salaried 
brackets of the unorganized em- 
ployes may suffer the most. It is 
said the union plan to use the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission’s 
report on the big salaries paid high 
executives as an argument against 
further reduction of their own 
wages. 

When railways decide on a wage 
cut, the procedure usually is to 
summon a joint meeting of railway 
and union officers. If no agree- 
ment is reached at that meeting, 
the next step, under the law, is for 
the roads to inform the labor or- 
ganizations of the proposed cut. 
Within 10 days ( the issuance of 
this notice, another conference of 
the two parties must be called. 

In case officials and workers 
again fail to agree, the Federal 
Board of Mediation may offer its 
services. If this fails, arbitration 
may then. be resorted to and, as a 
final resort.

The 
excavation contract amounts to 
$108,184. 

Abandoned car tracks in Market 
were cut away today to permit con- 
tinuing construction of a pedestrian 
tunnel under Market, on the east 
side of Twelfth. The southern end 
of the concrete box forming the 
passageway was built prior to re- 
moval of the street cars ‘last 
-Wednesday midnight. Excavation 
for the northern end is under way 
on the lawn of Civil Courts Build- 
ing. 

The tunnel, to be reachéd by 
stairs from the sidewalks, will con- 
nect the courthouse and Federal 
Building corners. It will join with 
an existing tube under Twelfth. 
which connects the City Hall and 
Federal Building corners. 

As part of the widening of Mar- 
ket street from 60 to 100 feet, two 
paving contracts, for a total of 
$58,452, are going forward wit 
much hand labor. One extends 
present bétween Twelfth and Fif- 
teenth streets, in the future Memo- 
rial Plaza district, and the other is 
between Eighteenth and Twentieth 
streets, faced by Union Station and 
Union Station Plaza. 

At the Municipal Auditorium 
site, on the south side of Market, 
between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets, a steamshovel is complet- 
ing the excavation at the rear end, 
with motor trucks hauling away the 
dirt. At the front end two drilling 
machines are digging holes for 
piers, and two small shoveling ma- 
chines are waiting a cal' to action. 
A five-foot board fence obscures 
the view of this work on three 
sides, but there is a different bar- 
rier on the Market side permitting 
a large crowd of the curious and 
idle to look on. :

A subcommittee representing the 
city’s Joint Transportation Com- 
mittee, considering the price and 
terms the city would be willing to 
meet for purchase of the street car 
and bus properties of the Publie 
Service Co., is expected to make its 
report this week. 2 

The subcommittee met today at 
City Hall.. In reply to reporters’ 
questions, the members indicated 


the price they would recommend 
would not exceed $25,000,000. 

Recently a group representing 
the Public Service Co. proposed a 
plan for purchase by the city at 
$3,107,000 a year for 30 years, ona 
basis of a valuation of about $43,- 
000,000; plus interest. 

It is believed the city subcom,- 
mittee will suggest an arrange - 
ment for annual payments by the 
city for the properties, out of earn- 
ings. It is believed also that the 
recommendation will include provi- 
sion for deducting from the annual 
payments the equivalent of the 
amount the city would receive in 
taxes on the properties if private- 
ly owned. The Public Service Co. 
has been paying the city about 
$900,000 a year in taxes. 

Members of the subcommittee are 
not willing to disclose now what 
they are preparing to report to the 
main group. They are City Coun- 
selor Muench, Arthur C. Meyers of 
the Comptroller’s office and Asso- 
ciate City Counselor Ferris. The 
subcommittee called in the help of

J. W. Dial, 20, Arrested in 
Texas, Silent When He Is 
Pointed Out by Floyd J. 
Dailey. 


John Weldon Dial, 20-year-old 
Texas youth, was identified today 
by his companion, Floyd J. Datiey, 
21, as the murderer of Eldridge N. 
King, automobile salesman, in a 
robbery Aug. 5. 

Dial refused to make any s'‘ate- 
ment when Dailey named him as 


the slayer, nor did he speak eartier 
in the day when five witnesses 
identified him as one of the ‘wo 
men seen with King on the day of 
the murder. 

After being identified by the five 
witnesses, Dial was faced with Dai- 
ley in the presence of 16 witnesses. 

“You have made a statement 
about your part in this killing?” 
Dailey was asked. “Yes, that's 
right.“ he replied. 

“The other man that you say 
was with you, and that you say. 
fired the shot that killed King, is 
he here now?“ 

“Yes, that’s him,” Dailey replied, 
pointing at Dial. 

What is his name?” 
Dial.” 

“Are you positive it was he who 
fired that shot?” Tes.“ 

Dial then was asked it he had 
anything to say in view of what 
Dailey had told the authorities. “I 
won't make a statement,” he re- 
plied, whereupon he was taken 
back to his cell. 

Dial was returned to Clayton 
yesterday morning from his home 
at Lakeview, Tex., where he was 
surrendered to authorities Thurs- 
day afternoon by his father, short- 
ly after the son arrived there. The 
father, Ben Dial, a farmer, accom- 
panied Sheriff Lill, Deputy Sheriff 
Newbold and a representative of 
the Weber Implement & Auto o., 
where King was employed, back to 
St. Louis. 

The youth refused to answer 
questions yesterday, saying he had 
been advised by lawyers in Texas 
to make no statement. He told 
Sheriff Lill in the county jail at 
Memphis, Tex., last Friday night, 
“I'm innocent,” and refused to 
amplify this. 0 

In the presence of Deputy Sher- 
iff Hill of Hall County, Tex., to 
whom Ben Dial surrendered. his 
son, John Weldon said Thursday

The Princess and her son were 
both doing well, it was announced.

The Greater Crime. 

To the Editcr of the Post-Dispatch: 

-IRING the last 12 years of govern- 

mental rule by the “best minds,” this 
nation has gone recklessly beyond any 
other major state, modern or ancient. in 
its veiled attempts to legislate morality 
into its citizens. What are the results 
today, however, in spite of ours being 
considered the wealthiest country on 
earth? 

Our prisons, Federal, state and county, 
though constantly being enlarged, are 
filled. beyond capacity with the youth of 
the land. The state hospitals, or insane 


‘asylums, have never been so crowded. 


Gloom, fear and worry about the very 
bréad of tomorrow have become the 
rule rather than the exception. More 
hapless people, innocent of any wrong- 
doing or neglect, are daily resorting to 
self-destruction, as. the last desperate 
means of escape from their abject pov- 
erty and hopelessness, than has ever 
been known before. And, mark you 
well, this gloomy spectacle confronts us 
in the very midst of the greatest mate- 
rial abundance and scientific advance- 
ment this world has ever witnessed! 
Still, banditry and crime are as ram- 
pant and daring as ever, and the sacred 
personal rights of life and property just 
as brazenly defied. What other civilized 
state, for instance, can “boast” of the 
number of bank robberies and other fla- 
grant crimes against organized society re- 
ported here each day by the press? 


As surely as there are stars in the 
heavens, there must be contributing 
causes for these deplorable conditions, 
which are in themselves a sort of blind 
and mad retaliation.

They “protest too mich,” those gentlemen at the 
Imperial Economic Conference, notably Mr. Baldwin 
and young Mr. MacDonald, with their frequent decla- 
rations that they are not ‘selfishly undertaking to 
promote trade within the Empire and have no un- 
friendly designs on the commerce of any other na- 
tions. That may be diplomacy in the best tradition, 
but the other fellow will use a shorter and more 
pungent word. . 
For example, lumber. England has been buying 
much of her lumber from Russia. Now she is going 
to boost the tariff against the Russian product to 20 
per cent, While admitting Canadian lumber free. 
Glassware. Canada is to give Great Britain such 
tariff advantages on this class of goods as practically 
to shut out Belgian wares. : 
Wheat and copper, which we sold in large quanti- 
ties to England before the world as a whole retired 
from business. The Canadian farmer and mining 
man will have a big edge over their American com- 
petitors in the English market by reason of prefer- 
ential tariffs. 
Cutlery, china and a long list of chemicals from 
England will enter Canada free or at much lower 
duties than from non-Empire countries. 
What of the foreigner who has built his plant 
under the Union Jack? The conference, it is re- 
ported, will recommend that 60 per cent of a manufac- 
tured article must be produced within the Empire 
to qualify as an Empire product and enjoy Empire 
preferences. This means that hundreds of American 
manufacturers of automobiles, typewriters, agricul- 
tural implements, electrical products, etc., who are 
operating branch factories in Canada will have to us 
more Empire labor and more Empire basic materials, 
otherwise they will be, commercially, outlanders. 
This requirement, we are told, will have a detri- 
mental effect on employment, transportation, real 
estate values and municipal finance in certain com- 
munities in the United States.” 
That, of course, was the purpose of the conference 
—to stimulate, foster and expand imperial trade. It 
is a pro-British effort and anti-everyone else. And 
nobody questions the right of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations to advance their joint and several 
business interests by trade concessions. But when 
they disavow any selfish purpose and express the 
pious wish that the Ottawa agreement will help the 
business of all countries—well, they really can't ex- 
pect any non-Britisher to believé them. 
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HERE’S HOPING, MR. CHAPIN. 
Roy D. Chapin, the Detroit automobile manufar- 
turer who has been inducted into office as Secretary 
of Commerce, notes the “unmistakably better tone 
that now prevails in our industries and marts of 
trade,” and as a consequence looks to the future 
with assurance and gratification. In doing so he 
follows the practice established by his predecessor, 
Robert P. Lamont, who was one of the indefatigable 
prophets of 1930 and 1931. More often than any other 
member of Mr. Hoover's Cabinet, Lamont foresaw 
the corner around which recovery was said to lie in 
waiting. As Mr. Chapin takes up his duties as Sec- 
retary, including that of soothsaying, we wish him 
better luck. Nay, we hope that when it comes to 
reading the signs of the heavens he may rate right 
up with Daniel, Ezekiel and Hosea, 100 per centers, 
every man of them. 
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THE COCKTAIL’S INFLUENCE. 

Perhaps the closest approach to indignation ever 
made by the gentle Frenchman, Abbe Dimnet, was in 
his. discussion of conversation, or lack of it, in the 
United States. To his indictment, a plea of guilty 
must be entered. American men are “incorrigible 
babblers” who “fight for the floor and keep it, with- 
out compunction.” American women do engage in 
“brain-racking choruses.” Dinner talk is usually a 
battle of dialogues or monologues, and hostesses tear 
their hair in a vain effort to obtain a hearing for 
guests of honor. 

We should like to explain why this is so to Abbe 
Dimnet, but we fear it is a phenomenon we cannot 
altogether grasp. However, this may be said: It is 
the custom of homo Americanus to serve before din- 
ner, in copious quantities, a savage concoction known 
as the cocktail. Ordinarily, it is crudely com pounded 
of much gin (bottled in bathtubs) and vermouth, or, 
worse, gin and fruit juice. Its effect is to loosen the 
tongue and constrict the mind. 

Abbe Dimnet observes that this hare-brained talk 
at American dinner tables did not exist 60 years ago. 
We amend that figure to read 15 years ago. It is 
only since prohibition that the cocktail has gained its 
grip upon us. That is, prohibition has made it fash- |. 
lonable to get jingled before going to table. Before 
the dry era, one cocktail, perhaps two, oftener nothing 
at all, preceded dinner. Then there was rational con- 
versation and a minimum of giggles, horse-laughs 
and silly patter.

The Kellogg pact needed teeth. It needed 
a definite commitment pledging the United 
States and other signers to do something 
about its violation. The Hoover-Stimson 
doctrine is that definite commitment. It not 
only outlaws war theoretically; it outlaws 
the actual fruits of war. 

Thus the Hoover-Stimson doctrine is not 
so much a peace doctrine as a method to 
enforce peace. It would use all the moral 
and diplomatic force of neutrals against a 
war-making nation. 

True, it does not specifically provide for 
the use of military, or even economic force, 
against.an aggressor. Obviously, however. 
it opens the way for economic force in cases 
where necessary. No nation which has been 
outlawed by the neutral world diplomatical- 
ly can obtain easily the foreign commerce 
and credits essential to success inf a major 
war. 

In the long run, the ust of such moral, 
diplomatic and economic weapons to en- 
force the peace.is apt to be ‘more effective 
than foreign guns which seem to endow the 
outlaw with martyrdom at home. 

Only one thing cripples the Hoover-Stim- 
son doctrine. Fortunately that is only tem- 
porary. It is the Hoover-Stimson Russian 
policy. To go on outlawing Russia, who 
keeps the peace, is to nullify the Kellogg 
pact and the Hoover-Stimson doctrine. 

The contradiction is more than theoreti- 
cal. It is the most dangerously practical is- 
sue planted in the Far Eastern dynamite. 
Without Russian co-operation and interna- 
tional peace, action in Manchtria invites 
failure.
